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U.S. Guidelines Violation Probed 
Illinois Mans Third 
Heart Loses Beat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
National Heart Institute wants 
to 
know 
whether 
guidelines 
lixed for federally financed re­ 
search were violated by the use 
of an artificial heart in an at­ 
tempt to save the life of Haskell 
Karp. 
Kept alive by the mechanical 
substitute for 65 hours, Karp, 47, 
of Skokie, 111., then received a 
human heart from a Massachu­ 
setts woman but died Tuesday 
in a Houston hospital after de­ 
veloping pneumonia and kidney 
failure. 
The Institute has spent about 
$30 million of government funds 
developing artificial circulation 
devices since 1965. 
A spokesman said Dr. Mi­ 
chael DeBakey was being asked 
to say whether the heart used 
on Karp resulted from research 
carried on under a program at 
Baylor 
University 
under 
De- 
Bakey’s direction. 
If so, said Dr. Theodore Coop­ 
er, Institute director, its use 
was subject to the federal guide­ 
lines. 
The surgery on Karp was per­ 
formed by Dr. Denton A. Cool­ 
ey. In a copyright story, the 
New York Daily News quoted 
him as saying: 
“ I don’t have to clear my op­ 
erations through them. The op­ 
erations I do are designed to 
save a person's life. 
“This was the purpose of my 
effort with Mr. Karp. He would 
have been dead Friday after­ 
noon if I hadn’t operated. It was 
a desperate effort to save his 
life.” 
Manwhile 
Argentina-born 
Dr. Domingo Liotta, who de­ 
vised the mechanical heart im­ 
planted by Cooley, said it was 
developed with funds from Cool­ 
ey's Texas Heart Institute rath­ 
er than federal money. 
Dr. Cooper, the National Insti­ 
tute director, said Cooley would 
not be bound by the federal 
guidelines since he was not in­ 
volved in the research project 
financed with government mon­ 
ey, but added: 
“I have asked Dr DeBakey if 
the device used was made in his 
laboratory under grant support

47 Mowed Down 


By Armored Cars 


SAIGON (AP) — A company 
of 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
moving toward Saigon from the 
southwest 
apparently 
mistook 
the silhouettes of American ar­ 
mored cars for the huts of peas­ 
ants and walked into a death 
trap. 
Forty-seven of the estimated 
75 enemy soldiers died Tuesday 
night under a hail of machine- 
gun fire from the four armored 
personnel 
carriers, 
military 
spokesmen said. 
No U.S. casualties were re­ 
ported. 
The North Vietnamese were 
moving through open rice pad­ 
dies about 18 miles southwest of 
Saigon, 
apparently 
confident 
that they could escape detection 
because there was no moon. 
The enemy troops passed by a 
listening post several hundred 
yards from the main body of the 
mechanized infantry company 
from the U.S. 9th Infantry Divi­ 
sion. The outpost radioed to the 
main unit that about 75 enemy 
troops were moving toward the 
armored personnel carriers. 
“They apparently figured that 
since there was no moon they 
would’t be caught,” said a 9th 
Division 
officer. 
“The 
sil­ 
houettes of the armored tracks 
apparently appeared to them in 
the darkness as huts. 
"We let more than half of 
them pass by the first few ar­ 
mored tracks. Then when they 
were right in the center, all four 
of them opened fire.” 
Artillery and helicopter gun- 
ships joined the attack. 
The Americans also took two 
prisoners, one of whom said his 
company was trying to link up

The Wa r on Cancer 


Cancer continues to take its tragic toll of h u­ 
man lives despite large-scale efforts to find its 
Ach illes h eel. But th e dread disease’s reign of 
terror may be drawing to an end. 
Medical science h as attempted to destroy th a 
cancer cells in many way s with vary ing de­ 
grees of success. Th e most acceptable meth ods 
currently being used include surgery , h ormone 
th erapy , drugs and radiation. 
RECENT RESEARCH reports indicate, h ow­ 
ever, th at two oth er tech niques are being used 
« x perimentally with considerable success. Th e 
on meth od simply starvs th e cancer cells to 
death wh ile th e oth er h eats it to death . Both 
seem to work. 
Th e scientists plan to h eat up th e entire body 
with artificial fevers and at th e same time use 
anticancer drugs for a double punch at th e ma­ 
lignant cells. Cooperative research h as dis­ 
closed th at h eating th e blood supply to th e arms 
and legs of patients to 107 degrees Fah renh eit 
causes th e disappearance of cancers in some 
patients. 
To starve th e cancer cells, th us interfering 


w’ith th eir growth and metabolism, research er* 
put a cancer patient on a special diet wh ich de­ 
nies th e diseased cells vital nourish ment. 


As long as th e patients adh ered to th e diet 
th ere was a reversal of th e cancer cells’ growth 
but wh en th ey abandoned th e diet th ere was a 
recurrence of th e malignancies 
Neith er cancer-figh ting concept, h eat or star, 
vation, is new. But modem scientists h ave ob­ 


tained much more encouraging results with both 
meth ods th an earlier medical scientists. 


WE NOW KNOW h ow to produce fevers more 
efficiently and we also can do a better job of 
starving cells. For we h ave discovered th e eigh t 
amino acids wh ich are th e vital building block* 
of life, with out wh ich th ere can be no growth 
and reproduction of tissue. 
Th ere still are problems to be solved with 
both tech niques but th e advances being mad# 
are ex tremely encouraging Scientists h aven't 
defeated cancer y et but th ey certainly h ave it 
on th e run. 


Writers and Resistance 


Despite tough new Soviet restrictions on press 
freedom, th e Slovak Writers’ Union is going 
ah ead with its conference at Bratislava th is 
week. 
Prior to th e Russian crackdown on press lib­ 
erty , th e meeting, wh ich opens Saturday , was 
th ough t to be an attempt to unite writers and 
journalists into some ty pe of a collective resist­ 
ance body . 
Intellectuals and writers alway s are a guiding 
force in reform movements and Czech oslovakia 
is no exception. 
Th e steps toward liberalization th at upset 
Warsaw Pact nations to th e point of invading 
Czech oslovakia was instigated by intellectuals, 
supported by liberal leaders and approved by 
the g enera l public. 
Now th at th e muzzle h as been slammed into 
place by th e Soviets, it is even more important 
to th e writers to h old th eir conference as a de­

It is fitting th at th e Slovak writers will be In 
position to keep alive liberalization h opes under 
mounting Soviet pressure 
Th e Sofvak intellectuals were among th e first 
of th ose wh o attacked Antonin Novotny , th e na­ 
tional party feader. His ouster in January 1961 
h eralded th e liberal reform in Czech oslovakia 
Even th e Communist boss of Slovakia, Dr. 
Gustav Husak, h as spoken in defense of pre^a 
freedom Writing in Kulturny Zivot, th e Slovak 
Writers’ Union weekly Jan. 12, h e said: 
“Th e contemporary European wants to know 
wh at is really going on in h is country , wants to 
understand th e events, wants to be initiated, 
wants to add h is voice and wants to h elp decida 
wh en th e debate concerns itself with h is fata

So If it’s good enough for 
presidents, it’s good enough 
for th is correspondent. I cull 
every sentence. Th en th e dig­ 
ging starts. 
Recently , Mr Meany said,

and it was ignored, th at “ . . some of our un­ 
ions are th inking in terms of labor conglomer­ 
ates.” 
It may not sound it, but it’s a revolutionary 
concept. If labor does conglomerate, and its 
100-y ear-old unions merge into th e new 40-y ear- 
old ones, and labor restructures itself—th ith er 
will be a new ball game in th e collective bar­ 
gaining leagues, as giant faces giant on th e in­ 
dustrial front. 
Labor’s intellectuals are considering appro­ 
priate groupings of unions wh ich will cut across 
a single product, a single location, a single cor­ 
poration. In th e past, th ese are th e forces wh ich 
sh aped th e ch aracter of unions. Now labor looks 
at th e industrial conglomerates and is merger- 
h appy itself. 


NEWEST REPORTS and 
research 
reveal 
th at, wh ile labor h as not y et reach ed ih e Ling- 
Temco-Vough t or Walter Kidde and Co. stage, 
ft's swinging noneth eless. 
At th is moment, unions control, or influence 
directly , th e investments of some $30 billion 
worth of pension funds. 
For th e most part, it is th e union h eadquar­ 
ter* wh ich collects, and th en disperses, welfare 
pay ment* of some $4 billion annually , covering 
every th ing from maternity costs to free psv- 
ch iatry and podiatry . 
Labor’s central and local treasuries are esti­ 
mated at $7 billion 


Th us labor h as a friend at Ch ase-Manh attan 
— and scores of oth er banks th rough out th e 
land 
In some of th ese, unions deposit more 
tnan a billion dollars. 


But it's not just th e money wh ich traces th e 
quickening moves toward labor conglomerates 
by th e leaders of some 20 million unionists. 
Today , unnoticed by all ex cept a few insiders, 
labor merger is th e th ing. Th is is th e play 
among th e planners. Just th e oth er day , one La­ 
bor Dept, report disclosed th at th ere now are 
51.956 active unions in th e U.S. Ten y ears ago, 
wh en th e first of such reports was issued by ih e 
government, th ere were some 70.000 such active 


units. Th us, about 19.000 locals, and « few na­ 
tionals and internationals, h ave been obsorbed. 


AND, AS THE European intellectual love* 
say , th is is just a “new beginning.”

Luna merged h is railway trainmen witn th a 
conductors and brakemen, th e switch men, and 
th e locmotive firemen and enginemen. Soon h a 
h opes to make th e new outfit, th e United Trans­ 
portation Union, a massive labor conglomérat» . 
With th e ty pe on th e merger pact barely cold, 
h e began pitch ing at bus and airline unions. 
If Ch arles Luna pulls th is off, h e’ll be able to 
negotiate out of real strength , for h e and h is 
colleagues will be able to decide th e day th e 
U.S. will stand still — or at least a good part 
H 
It. 
Th ere are oth er fronts. Th e Laborers’ Inter­ 
national Union h as been concentrating on th a 
government. Th is y ear, after considerable in­ 
figh ting in th e courts, th e Laborers obsorbed 
th e National Association of Post Office Mad 
Handlers, Watch men. Messengers and Group 
Leaders 
Makes no difference if y ou h aven’t 
h eard of th em Th ey now h ave 22.000 members. 
Th eir jurisdiction covers 8 5,000 and th ey ’re th a 
opening for furth er unionization of th e federal 
agencies. In fact, th e laborers now are publish ­ 
ing someth ing called th e Government Employ e. 


AT THE SAME TIME, th e laborers are ne­ 
gotiating with th e ancient Stone Cutter*, th e 
Brick and Clay Workers and th e Granite Cut­ 
ters International. 


Th e 
Broth erh ood 
of 
Railway 
and Airline 
Clerks (BRAC) h a* absorbed th e Transporta­ 
tion Communications Employ es Union, 
a small­ 
er outfit called th e Railway Patrolmen’s Inter­ 
national Union, and th e Federation of Business 
Mach ines Tech nicians and Engineers Associa­ 
tion, made up of Field service employ es of lh a 
National Cash Register Co. 
And righ t now BRAC President C. L Dennis 
is about to close a merger with th e Canadian 
Broth erh ood of Railway Transport and General 
Workers Union. Mr. Dennis is president of th e 
AFL-CIO Conference of Transportation Trades 
— covering millions of members. 


And so it goes th rough out th e movement. To­ 
day , th ese are mini-conglomerates. Tomorrow, 
th ey ’ll be able to go ey eball to ey eball with 
th ose our predecessors called th e captains of in­ 
dustry .

WASHINGTON — May be someth ing construe- 
live will result from th e unprecedented confer 
ence at Wh ite Sulph ur Springs, W.Va., on April 
M, wh ich h as been called by th e AFL-CIO. Invi­ 
tations to participate were accepted by th e sec­ 
retary of tfeasury , th e aecretary of labor, th a 
director of th e budget, th e ch airman of th e 
President’» Council of Economic Advisers and 
Ih e wh ite h ouse counselor on economic project« . 
For mra th an 20 y ears, businessmen h ava 
met semiannually at Hot Springs, Ya„ with 
cabinet members, and th e group wa* originally 


known as th e Business Advisory Council. But in 
1961 a difference of opinion arose as to wh eth er 
th e meeting was being called by th e depart­ 
ment of Commerce or by th e businessmen. 


THE WORD “ ADVISORY” in th e title wa« 


dropped, and th e wh ole nature of th e confer­ 
ence was ch anged so it would th ereafter be a 
voluntary affair conducted by businessman, 
with government officials as invited guests.

Wh at is th e underly ing purpose of th # new 
meeting so far as labor is concerned? One la­ 
bor leader say s th ey h ope to persuade th e ad­ 
ministration not to use “unemploy ment a* a 
weapon against inflation.” Th ere are many eco­ 
nomic issues at stake. Will th e government by 
its h igh -interest policy or its tax policies dis­ 
courage business expansion? Labor is deeply 
concerned over wh at th e trend of administra­ 
tion policies on economic matters will be. 
Th ere is an even greater significance to th e 
conference th an merely to get an ex planation of 
governmental attitudes or future recommeda- 
tions. Labor h opes to present its viewpoint, just 
as business does at similar meetings.

Again and again, a presi­ 
dent or h is secretary of labor h as endeavored to 
persuade labor to ex ercise self-restraint and not 
push wages up too fast, because th is necessari­ 
ly results in price increases As th e cost of liv­ 
ing th en rises. labor unions feel th e need to de­ 
mand even h igh er wage scales. 
*IV government itself h as unwittingK- plaved 
a part in causing unemploy ment by raising th e 
minimum wage for workers th rough out th e 
country . Nearly all of th e workers affected are 
not members of unions, as th ey do a vairetv of 
job» But th e labor leaders know th at if th a 
minimum-wage rate goes up. oth er wage scales 
promptly h ave to be advanced to keep in line 
with th e basic compensation. Unfortunately , as 
minimum-wage rates rise, many employ es wh o- 
h ad part-time work find th emselves forced out 
of th eir jobs because It is not much more ex­ 
pensive for an employ er to get full-time worx- 
ers at th e new scales or else to try to eliminate 
th e part-time operations altogeth er. 
Th ere are many problems of th is kind wh ich 
would seem to require intimate consultations 
between government and labor leaders. Up to 
now. wh ile th e AFL-CIO h as maintained an eco­ 
nomic staff, th e government h as h ad little op­ 
portunity to reach th e leadersh ip of th e labor 
unions—often motivated by interna* politics— 
and tell th em wh at is meant by “voluntary re­ 
straint.” 


THUS, LABOR would indeed be getting h igh ­ 
er wage pay ments for its members if prosperity 
were sustained on a sound economic basis. 
An ex ch ange of ideas at a meeting such ns 
h as been brough t about by th e AFLGIO could 
be fruitful. It could lay th e basis for wh at h ag 
long been sough t — a sense of responsibility on 
th e part of labor-union leadersh ip for th e wel­ 
fare not merely of its members but of th e very 
businesses wh ich must earn a fair return on th a 
risk capital invested. 
May be some day th ere will be still anoth er 
ty pe of conference — also with out reporters 
present—as businessmen and labor leaders ex­ 
ch ange views and begin to recognize th e reali­ 
ties of a sy stem of free enterprise.

store, the first black - managed 
operation for the chain Is Prog­ 
ress Plaza in Philadelphia.

Spanish line. Supermarkets in 
resort areas, too. must stock 
regional 
specialties 
which 
change as the different ethnic 
groups appear during the sea­ 
sonal swing. 
LePage said food processors 
are trying by synthetic means 
to bring flavors of such things 
as instant coffee and hothouse 
tomatoes closer to the flavor of 
the product. 
“ The younger generation,” he 
noted, “ rarely has had a cup 
of coffee made from freshly 


ground beans It has become 
accustomed to the instant cof­ 
fee taste and thinks it best. 
All the new coffee methods try 
to bring back the fresnly ground 
flavor.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - "If 
they take me back,” say s Dy kes 
Askew Simmons Jr., " it’ll hav e 
to be in chains.” 
Simmons. 40. spoke Tu esday 
amid reports the Mex ican gov ­ 
ernm ent plans to seek ex tradi­ 
tion to retu rn him to Nu ev o 
Leon state prison in Monterrey . 
After 10 y ears there for the kill­ 
ing of three persons, the Tex as 
laborer fled Su nday dressed as 
a woman. 
Despite two conv ictions in the 
sam e Monterrey cou rt, he has 
steadfastly denied knowledge of 
the fatal shooting of three m em­ 
bers of a Monterrey dentist’s 
family . 
Simmons was 
sentenced to 
death Oct. 15. 19 59 , bu t his sen­ 
tence was commu ted to life a 
few months ago. He said he 
tried to escape twice, and will 
probably be ex ecu ted if he’s re­ 
tu rned. 
T il die,” he told newsmen 
"They ’ll make u p some way to 
make it look like a natu ral 
death. They ’ll shu t me u p for 
good.” 
Mex ican officials telephoned 
Los Angeles police with a re­ 
q u est that Simmons be taken 
into cu stody . Bu t police spokes­ 
men said they wou ld await a 
formal req u est throu gh the U.S. 
Departm ent of State. 
Simmons told a news confer­ 
ence he’s afraid of leav ing his 
fu tu re in the hands of the State 
Department. He said a U.S. offi­ 
cial once told him "becau se of 
relations between the U.S. and 
Mex ico I wou ld cau se bad rela­ 
tions and I was ex pendable.”
